is to mak e Western Europe less 
dependent on Middle Eastern oil. 
The atomic pool, called “ Eura- 
tom,” is being

by

gium, France, West Germany, It­ 
aly, Luxembourg and the Nether­ 
lands.

Backers say without such sup­ 
port the project would have to be 
greatly scaled out, perhaps aban­ 
doned. 
The scientists believe they caff 
provide about 15 million kilowatts 
of atomic electric power by about 
1962. The cost over all has been 
estimated at about $5 billion.

Gas Explosion 
Given Blame 
For Disaster 


184 Men Underground 
W hen Rumble Rips 
Deep Shaft Diggings 


BISH O P, Va, J) — a rumbling 


j gas explosion trapped and killed 
37 miners today in the cavernous 
Bishop coal mine that straddles 
i the mountainous Virginia - West 
Virginia line. 


Rescue teams said this num­ 
ber of bodies had been counted 
below ground.

entire crew working in a sec­ 
tion of the sprawling tunnels fell 
victims to the whistling, dusty 
blast. 


The blast jammed the elevator 
that had carried the men in on the 
\ irgima side and rescue work had 
to be routed through another en­ 
trance tw’o and a half miles away 
on the West Virginia side. 


The grimy masked workers who 
pushed through to the explosion 
site had all but abandoned hope 
for any survivors by the time the 
first nine bodies were found.

SOCIALISM S HOLD 
WHEN GREAT Britain socialized medi­ 
cine many misgivings were expressed as 
to how it would work out. When in political 
campaigns the Conservative Party was 
abie to ridicule free wigs and free den­ 
tures, there were those in this country who 
were convinced the experiment would col­ 
lapse of its own weight. 
But no attempt has been made to repeal 
the National Health law. Recently one pol­ 
itician was quoted as saying, “We will cut 
defense appropriations by 25 per cent, 
maybe 50 per cent. We may scrap our guid­ 
ed missile program and our h y d r o g e n 
bomb program. But National Health—that 
stay s.** 
Nobody ov er there even seems to be wor­ 
ried by a threat by Britain’s doctors to 
strike unless they get a 25 per cent in­ 
crease in pay . Arguing that while everyone 
else has had his wages upped, they haven't, 
the doctors hav e threatened to resign from 
the National Health Service. No one 
ex ­ 
pects the government to grant much of an 
increase, if any . 
Socialized medicine has become such a 
sacred cow in British politics, it seems, 


th a t not ev en the doctors dare tamper with 


it to o much. 


HIGHER SPENDING LURE 
DURING HIS first administration Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower, with able assists from 
Congress, succeeded in cutting the federal 
budget $10 billion below the peak of the pre­ 
vious administration. 
The new budget proposes to increase 
» pending almost to the rate the President 
inherited from his predecessor. It is a 
sharp change 
of accent, particularly in 
domestic fields involving federal paternal­ 
ism which in turn saps the initiative of 
state and local governments and individual 
citizens. 
But, as 
Secretary Humphrey 
of the 
Treasury say s, we're all in this together. 
Groups of citizens, local governments and 
states ail continue to press the federal gov­ 
ernment to do more and more. As a result, 
Uncle Sam will take $72 billion out of the 
pockets of citizens in federal taxes. 
Higher prices, higher debt costs, arm a­ 
ments and foreign aid are onerous outlays. 
When the people clamor for “ services” in 
addition, politicians are on the spot. 
Whether public sentiment would support 
an administration dedicated to economy is 
a question. Apparently the President does 
not think so. To those in high places the 
attractions of higher spending seem to bt 
overwhelming.

Cotton Is High Style 
In Operating Room 


•y HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M D. 
THE well-dressed surgeon and 
nurse wear cotton. T ha t is, when 
they are In the operating room. 
It is generally advisable that 
all outer clothing as well as slips 
or stockings worn by doctors, 
nurses and other personnel d u r­ 
ing a n o pe r a tio n be m ad e of 
cotton. O uter garm ents of wool, 
rayon, silk, dacron, nylon, sha rk ­ 
skin and the like are usually 
banned In the operating room. 
Why? To safeguard the patient 
—and the atte n d a n ts as well. 
Combustible Agent* 
Some anesthetic agents, such 
as ether, are combustible. Should 
some anesthesia accidentally be 
released in an operating room, 
there m ight be a chance of an 
explosion. 
For this reason, all concerned 
with the surgery wear cotton gar­ 
m ents to prevent the possibility 
of static electricity setting off a 
blast. 
They also wear plain leather 
shoes, sometimes with special in­ 
sulating devices. Moistened cot­ 
ton boots also are permissible, but 
shoes with rubber or gum rubber! 
soles are banned from the oper­ 
ating room. 


We require th at all rubber 
sheeting be fabricated from con­ 
ductive rubber. Stretcher 
pads, 
t he c o v e r s on th e o p e r at in g 
tables, pillows and cushions also 
should be made 
of conductiv e 
material. 


Equipment Grounded 


All anesthetic equipment 
ana 
operating tables must be ground­ 
ed. Even the furniture should be 
m ade of metal or another m ate ­ 
rial which will conduct electricity. 
Hospitals also insist tha t su r­ 
faces on which movable 
objects 
are placed must not have paint, 
lacquer or other Insulating finish 
if they are to be used in operating 
rooms. 
Although such explosions are 
very Infrequent, they do present 
a hazard in some cases. However, 
the patient generally Ls safer 
than he would be in his 
own 
bathtub.
